1 . PUBLIC ANNOUNCEMENT WAS MADE AUGUST 5 OF A FURTHER 
DEFERRAL, UNTIL SEPTEMBER 15, OF TEN PER CENT PORT SURCHARGE 
PREVIOUSLY ANNOUNCED BUT DEFERRED BY US/SOUTH AND EAST AFRICAN 
SHIPPING CONFERENCE. A US LINES SPOKESMAN, COMMENTING ON THE 
DEFERRAL, SAID CURRENT WAITING TIMES OF FOUR OR FIVE DAYS IN 
DURBAN'S OUTER ANCHORAGE WERE NOT PLEASANT BUT ACCEPTABLE; HE 
SUGGESTED AN INCREASE TO TEN DAYS WOULD PROVE FINANCIALLY 

TOO PAINFUL. 

2. ANOTHER SPOKESMAN INFORMED CONGEN THAT US LINES WISH

INEVITABLY WILL HAVE TO BE INVOKED. SPOKESMAN OPINED THAT 
DURBAN HARBOR IS STRUGGLING TO HANDLE CURRENT LEVELS OF
